Section TGeneral Conditions 

I (i) The Govt of Japan have agreed to extend a 
multiyear OECF loan of Yen 100 Billion for imple¬ 
mentation of the Anpara l B* Thermal Power Station 
Construction Project (2x500 MW) of the U. P, S. E. 
B. on a turn-key contract basis. So far two loan agree¬ 
ments have been signed with the OECF for a total 
loan amount of Yen 38.895 Billion (OECF Loan No, 
1D-P. 20 for Yen 24T Billion signed on 26*12-1984 
and No. ID-P. 45 for Yen 14.295 Billion signed on 
10-2-1988), The Loan agreements for the balance 
amount will be signed in the next 2-3 years depen¬ 
ding upon the annual OECF loan requirements for 
the project. 

The OECF loan for financing the import require¬ 
ments of the project is untied in favour of develop¬ 
ing countries including India and Japan.

Requests for further extension) 
isssue of a fresh import licence, if any, may be refer¬ 
red to Depart men i of Economic Affairs (Japan Sec¬ 
tion) ■ 

I (vi) Imporls to he financed under the 
are restricted to the list of goods and ser¬ 

vices attached to the import licence, duly attested by 
the licensing authorities. 

I (vii) No remittance of foreign exchange will 
be permitted against the import licence. Any pay¬ 
ment towards Indian Agent's commission should be 
made in Indian Rupees to the agents in India. Such 
payments, however, will form part of the licence 
value and will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

I (viii) Firm order must be placed on FOB[C&F 
basis on the overseas supplier located in the count¬ 
ries mentioned in Annexurc-I and sent to the De¬ 
partment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) with¬ 
in 4 months from the date of issue of the import 
licence Insurance charges will be payable in India 
in Indian rupees. ‘‘Firm Orders” means purchase 
orders placed bv the Indian' Licence on the supplier 
duly signed by the latter or purchase contract duly 
signed by both the importer and the overseas sup¬ 
plier. Orders on Indian Agents of overseas suppliers 
and|cr order confirmation of such Indian Agents are 
not acceptable. 

I (ix) This condition of the placement of con¬ 
tracts within 4 months period will be treated as not 
having been complied with unless complete contract 
documents reach the Ministry of Finance, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within 
four months from the date of ifcsue qf the import 
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licence, if firm orders as explained in para I (viii) 
above cannot be placed within four months for valid 
reasons, the licensee should submit the import licence 
to the concerned licensing authorities giving reasons 
whv ordering'could not be completed within four 
months Such requests for extension in the ordering 
period will be considered on merit by the licensing 
authorities who may grant extension upto a further 
maximum period of 4 months. If, however, exten¬

Section if—Special points to be kept in view while 
negotiating a supply contract. 

II (i) The FOB]CkF value of the contract should 
be expressed in Yen (Fraction of Yen should be omit¬ 
ted) and should exclude Indian Agent's commission, 
if any, which should be paid in Indian rupees. 

In no circumstances the contract value should be 
expressed in Indian rupees or in any other cur¬ 
rency, The purchase order and the supplier’s order 
confirmation should be in English only. 

II (ii) The procurement of all goods and ser¬ 
vices except consulting services to be financed 
under thfc OECF loan for Anpara *B’ Thermal 
Power Project shall be made in accordance with 
the Guidelines for procurement under the OECF 
Loan, 

(a) The U. P. S* E. B. shall procure goods and 
services to be financed out of the proceeds of the 
loan through Formal Open International Tendering 
with prequalification and on turnkey contract basis. 


(b) The U. P. S. E. B ( shall obtain the prior ap¬ 
prox al of the Fund if it wishes to adopt procure¬ 
ment procedures other than Formal Open Interna¬ 
tional T endering, submitting to the Fund an appli¬ 
cation for Approval of Procurement Method (s) 
signed by a duly authorised person. 

(c) Before advertisement and|or notification of

(b) Payments to the supplier shall be made 
through an irrevocable letter of Crcdu to 
be issued by the Bant of India* Tokvo, 
under the OECF loan agreement 
between the Government of India and the 
Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund of 
Japan (OECF)..

V (i) On receipt of the intimation of the contract 
approval from the QECF, by the Ministry of Finance, 
Jlepartmcnt of Economic Affairs the UPSEB and the 
CAA&A will be informed of the same. Whereafter 
the UPSEB should approach the Controller of Aid 
Accounts R: Audit, (hereinafter referred to as CAA&:

Copies of the Letter of Authorisation will be endor¬ 
sed to the OECF, the Embassy of India, Tokyo, 
LTPSEB, the importer’s Bank in India, and Japan 
Sec i ion.

V (ii) On receipt of the letter of authority, the 
Bank of India, Tokyo, will establish an irrevocable 
letter of credit as per Annexure-TV applicable to 
(imparh) or V (applicable to services) in favour of 
the overseas suppliers concerned and will also for¬ 
ward a copy of the same to the OECF, Embassy of 
Tndia, Tokyo, the importer’s Bank in India and the

The above procedure of opening of letters of rrc- 
dit on the basis of the letters of authority from CAA 
ScA would ipso-facto apply to all such amendments to 
letter of authorisation [letter of credit as may become 
necessary due to contract amendment or otherwise.

The importer is required to deposit into the Govt, 
of India account the rupee equivalent of this letter 
of commitment charges on receipt of intimation of 
the payment from OECF or from the controller of 
Aid Accounts, Ministry of Finance. Interest from the 
date of payment to OECF to the date of rupee depo¬ 
sit (both dates inclusive) at prevailing rates will 
also have to be paid by the importer. 

A similar charge of 0.1% is payable by the impor¬ 
ter under the reimbursement procedure also.

No. 103-ITC (PN) 174 dated 12-10-1974 and Public 
Notice No. 31-ITC (PN)I83 dated 10-8-1981 
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The importer should make separate unangenients 
to ascertain the amounts and dates of payments 
made to the supplier. Late or delayed lcccipt ot 
shipping etc. documents by the importers Banker 
from Bank oi India, Tokyo will not be acceptable 
as reason lor waiver ol partial or lull amount ol the 
interest due on the rupee deposits. 

The exchange rate to be adopted lot computing 
the rupee equivalent ol the Yen payments made to 
the overseas suppliers will be the composite rate oi 
exchange applicable to the date oi payment which 
will lie worked out in accordance with the method 
pi escribed in Public Notice No. 109-1'PC (PN) |74 
dated 5-8-1974 and 8-lTG (PN) J70 dated TM-PJ76 
or as may be not died by Government from time to 
time through public Notices ol the CCl&E or through 
Exchange Gonnol Circulars oi the Reserve Bank of 
India. An> change in this regard as also in regard 
to the rate of interest will te notified as and when 
necessary. It will be the responsibility of flhc Indian 
Bank concerned to ensure that the amount due arc 
correctly deposited into Government account before 
the import documents are handed over to the impor¬ 
ters. The importers should also ensure that t}ie 
amounts due arc correctly deposited into Government 
account before taking delivery of the documents from 
their Bankers. It is the responsibility of the importer 
to ensure that the amount due arc correctly deposit¬ 
ed info the Government account promptly even when 
they obtain delivery of the g<x)ds from the customs 
authorities without original chipping documents under 
exceptional circumstances. In case the importers 
fail to deposit the amounts due to Government before 
taking delivery of the goods, the issue oi further 
LAS to him may be stopped and the matter reported 
to the CCI&E so that no further import licence is 
issued to such an importer.

Note Inqxnter’s Bank in India should ensure 
that the rupee deposits are invariably made within 
10 days of the receipt ot the advice of pay¬ 
ments and negotiable shipping documents from the 
Bank of India, Tokyo and the CAA&A Ministry of . 
Finance (DEA), New Delhi is kept informed of 
the fact immediately thereafter. 

VII (iv) T he concerned bank in India should 
also endorse the amount of rupee deposits on the 
exchange control copy of the licence and send the 
requisite “S” Form to the Reserve Bank of India, 
Bombay.

It should be understood that the Government oi 
India, will net undertake any responsibility for 
disputes, if anv, that may arise between the Jicencee 
and the suppliers. The conditions to be fulfilled bv 
the supplier before payment by the Bank nl 
India, Tokyo must be clearly spelt out by the 
importer in AnnCxure-Il under “Terms of Payment - 
Provisions dealing with settlement of disputes should 
be included in the" conditions of contract.
